Q—Have you had experience in 
autopsies?) A—Yes sir, I have practiced 
medicine for thirty years. 

Dr. Sexsmith said he had taken no 
;courses in pathology but had been 
;close observer. Ele has been a physi- 
cian at the Bayonne hospital) which 
cares for about five thousand a year. 

Dr. Sexsmith said he had been at 
many autopsies to determine the cause 
of death. Tle said that) his) personal 
opinion from the autopsy on the body of 
Wilkins was that there was no 
adequate cause of death. 

Q—It is true doctor that you cannot 
tell the cause of death by looking at the 
organs? A—It is.

Dr. A. O. Gettler of Brooklyn, N. Y., 
ha graduate of Columbia University, 
professor of chemistry of the New York 
Medical college and chief toxicologist of 
of the medical examiner's office in New 
York city, was called as a witness. He 
is also director of the chemical labratory 
of the Bellevue hospital, New York, 
and does all the chemistry work for New 
| York city. 


|Dr. Gettler Found Several Sub- 
stances 


| Dr. Gettler examined the organs of 


IMr. Wilkins at) the request of Dr. 
Haskings, medical examiner of Hudson 
county, N. J. He found several sub- 
stances in the body. 

He found a large amount of lead and 

small traces of morphine. He identified 
}a copy of his report. 
Q—What amount of lead did you 
find in the organs? A—Stomach and 
intestines, 90 grains; brain, 1-2 grain; 
liver, 5 grains. 


Q—Do you remember the amount of 
contents of the stomach?  A—Ten 
cubic centimeters. 

Dr. Gettler said the contents of the 
stomach and intestines were examined 
at the same time. 

Q—Can you state the total grains of 
lead in the body? A—About 96 1-2 
grains of lead. 

Q—What in your opinion, was the 
cause of death?) A—My opinion is that 
death was caused by lead poison. 

Dr. Gettler then displayed bottles 
containing the lead he alleged he found 
in the various organs. Also an analysis 
of the embalming fluid used. 

Q—Was that amount of lead consis- 
tent in the body with life?) A—It was 
not.

Total of 47 1-2 Grains of Lead 


After a recess had been taken Dr. 
Gettler stated that he had found a 
miscalculation had been made, making 
a total of 47 1-2 grains of lead. 

Q—In your opimon could it be dis- 
tributed in the manner in which you 
found it after death. A--It could not. 

Q —Can vou express an opinion as to 
whether or not the lead found in organs 
ino the manner in which you found 
it. could have been introduced in’ any 
other way except through mouth, stom- 
ach and intestines? A—I don’t: think } 
it: could. 

Daley said the change in testi- 
mony would alter his other calculations. 
Ile asked if forty-five grains would be 


enough to cause death. The witness | 
replied it} would.

Sister-in-Law Testified Monday 


Monday marked the opening of the | 
third week of the trial and the defen- 


dant’s condition was much — better 
than on Saturday. 
Dr. Gettler and Mrs, Wilkins, di- 


vorced wife of Albert: Wilkins, were the 
only witnesses called Monday. ‘The 
latter told of having a talk with Mrs. 
Skeels after Albert died in’ which some 
mention was made about expenses. | 
Mrs. Wilkins said she recalled that Mrs. 
Skeels showed her a book in which a 
diamond ring was listed with sixty-five 
dollars after it. Mrs. Skeels had told 
her Mrs. Wilkins stated, that she had | 
been obliged to pawn a diamond ring 
in order to pay the expenses. 

The cross examination of Dr. Gett- 
ler was resumed first. Approximately 
one hundred and twenty grains of lead 
were in the body, he said, judging from 
the amount of lead found in the small 
portions of the organs he analyzed. 


Mrs. Wilkins Found Package | 
Marked ‘‘Sugar of Lead”’ 


Mrs. Albert Wilkins was called to 
the stand before noon and resumed 
her testimony in the afternoon, 

She testified to finding a package 
marked “Sugar of Lead” about two 
weeks after Mrs. Skeels left) Bayonne 
to c§me to Andover after her brother's 
deaths She said that) she had re- 
mained there to take care of the house 


until Mrs. Skeels came back. — Her | 
children and her) husband's brother, 
William lived there. 


“Defendant Had ‘Dons What She 
Could”’ 


A letter from the defendant to Mrs. 
Wilkins written June 11, 1918 was read. 
This advised her to bring the children 
to their father who “was. lying 
perfectly helpless) with his leg. ins a 
plaster cast and his life slowly ebbing 
away.’ She took the children there 
the day before he died. 

Cross-examination started at 
Mrs. Wilkins said Mrs. Lundgren was 
her friend and had always done what 
she could for Albert J. Hf. Wilkins. 
Mrs. Wilkins said she never saw her 
husband the six vears they were sepa- 
rated. 

Mrs. Wilkins said ghe was forced 
to work to keep her children. There 
are two children, aged nine and twelve. 
There were two separations.

While she lived with Mr. Wilkins, 
Mrs. Wilkins said he was an electrician 
for the Standard Oil company.

Since the last 
separation she did not) know what 
he was doing. 

She said Mrs. Skeels was doing all 
possible for her brother when she took 
the children there.

The witness never recalled being 
present when Mrs. Skeels sold a dia- 
dond ring for forty-five dollars. 

She said she was in New Jersey a 
week ago Sunday with Detectice Cher- 
lock. She did not see Mrs. Luce. She 
brought back coats Mrs. Skeels asked 
for. The commonwealth, she said, 
asked for none. 

Q—Who asked you to bring them 
back? A—Mrs. Skeels. 

Q—Where are they?  A—In 
office of the attorney general. 

“May | have those coats?” asked 
Atty. Daley to the attorney general, 

“Certainly,” said Atty. Gen. Attwill, 
delegating State Officer Richard J. 
Griffin to get them.

Dr. Boos’ Conclusion 


Dr. William F. Boos, the Common- 
wealth’s toxicologist was cross-examined 
Tuesday morning by Attorney Daley. 

He said he came to the conclusion 
that arsenic was administered in small 
doses over a long period and followed 
by one large lethal dose from the clini- 
cal history of the case. 

The witness said the amount of ar- 
senic found in the organs was enough 
to establish the fact that arsenic caused 
death, even if there were no history of 
the case. He said he did not know 
whether the arsenic had been self- 
administered or not. He said Fowler's 


~ 
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solution was an old-fashioned remedy 
for skin diseases. He understood that 
Fowler's solution contained one percent 
of arsenic. 

Dr. Boos said that loss of memory, 
difficulty of speech, intolerance of light, 
and double vision are consistent: with 
arsenic poisoning. 

Atty. Gen. Attwill introduced a box 
of jewelry secured from Burton S. Flagg 
as being part of Miss Gay's: property. 
The defense offered no objection. 

Medical Examiner George B. Ma- 
grath, the next witness, said he re- 
ceived Miss Gay's body at “his morgue, 
November 5, 1918, at 10.45 am. He 
performed an autopsy at which Medical 
Examiner Dow, Dr. Whitney and others 
including a stenographer, were present. 
Dr. Magrath said he believed death was 
due to poisoning by arsenic. 


Magrath Tells of Wilkins Autopsy 


Dr. Magrath said he went to New 
Jersey to attend the autopsy on Albert 
J. HL. Wilkins’ body. 

The liver showed a large amount of 
fat. The condition of the liver 
consistent with a free use of alcohol; 
it was about the average size, however. 
The kidneys showed evidence of an 
acute change caused by something 
going through, he did not know what. 
What he has since learned caused him 
to form an opinion that poisoning was 
caused by lead. 

The witness said Miss Gay had had 
administered) more than one of 
arsenic. A dose of arsenic of the amount 
found in the liver would have caused 
death before it had time to get there 

Cross-examined, he said he found no 
adequate cause of death in either case, 
relying on chemists wholly for the con- 
clusions he had since reached. 

Dr. Sexsmith told Dr. Magrath, the

latter said, of Mr. Wilkins’ aleoholic 
history after the autopsy. What he 
observed with respect to alsohol would 


contribute to the cause of death, he said 

In expressing his opinion as to the 
cause of Mr. Wilkins’ death he was 
guided somewhat by the history of the 
cause; he did not so rely in the case of 
Miss Gay.
